WAR debts, reparations, monetary problems, lariiïs,' and dis- 
armament were all successfully solved by the delegates to 
the Model World Economic Conference held over the week-eirtl. 
All the principal nations of the world were represented and in- 
cluded delegations from Great 
Britain, Canada, France, Pol- 
and, Germany, China, Japan 
the United States of America, 
and Ihfi U.S.S.R. 

On Thursday evening an interna- 
tional concert, featuring the cos- 
tumes, songs and customs of the dif- 
ferent countries was held In the Ball 
Room of the Union. On Friday even- 
ing the delegates met in Strathcona 
Hall' and got down , to the real busi- 
ness of the Conference, the agenda 
for the first session consisting of re- 
parations and - war debts. Tlie fol- 
lowing afternoon the Conference was 
convened hi the Salle Doree of the 
Mount Royal|atëtelH:Bnd disposed in 
à tliorough fashion of the perplexing 
question of tariffs and monetary re- 
forms. Tljc hlshllght of the Confer- 
ence -was the final meeting on Sat 
urday night in the Mount Royal 
Hotel, where the delegates battled 
over the question of disarmament be- 
fore a làrgo' audience, v . , ' 
War Debts 
A. coiuideratlon of the perplexing 
problem of War Debts M'as the fea- 
ture of the opening session of the 
Model World: Economic Conference 
held last Friday evening at'. Strath- 
V cona Hall. Francis Miller, of. the 
Department of . Foreign Relations . at 
Yale University delivered the open- 
ing address. Ho discussed the var 
ious youth movements the world 
over, .showing how those in Germany 
and Chhia were extremely Idealistic, 
and hence . hardly practicable. The 
Model Conference, however, he con- 
sidered to' bo a step, in the righfc'di- 
:'2ctlon, as youth could do_ a great 
deal in the practical ' consideration of 
.. world, problciiis,' 

The dlsciisslon itself was opened 
by the Canadian delegate, Sam Bren- 
house, who stressed the fact that 
concessions had^ to be made on all 
sldes^l ^t ^drf. • he' said was willing 
to; doSner?*«iBre." "riie French dele- 
gate, showing how debts were linked 
with reparations, appealed for the 
cancellation' of debts, in view of the 
f^ct that \tho Iiausanno; conference 
had practically done, dw^^ with re- 
parations! 

Must Have Payments 
• Germany, Poland and Great Brit- 
ain then prcsentëdi^^teggeas for 
cahcellatlbn. The'TOP'sW^iegate, 
David Luslicr, however stated quite 
definitely that his country must have 
payments since the small Investors 
had to be prbtected, and the debts 
were all contracted' in good faith. A 
discussion then followed, which at 
times tended to become almost acri- 
monious. . 

The resolution "Resolved that the 
plàijns of the Allied' and associated 
powers in respect to Intcr-govern- 
niental war debts.be reduced in like 
proportion to the reduction effected 
by the Lausanne agreement. This 
was voted upon, with the United 
States being the only dissenting na- 
tion. ' ~ 

Tariff Problem 
, Tariffs . and . monetary problems 
were successfully dealt with by the 
representatives i pjf the r different nia- 
tions on Sdtwday afternoon, when 
they met In the Mount Royal Hotel. 
The resolutions drawn up by the 
Conference's experts were, adopted

The speaker commented ou the mag- 
nificent collections of handicrafts il- 
lustrating differences in the culture 'of 
the' Gréen&nàVEsklirios .£uïd;^.,Mi^";W 
the Hudson Bay and Alaska., Then 
there are many articles collected from 
the Haida and Kllnket Indians of tlie 
Pacific Coast, iiefore these natives were 
at all hifluenced by the culture of the 
white man. 

FeatlS 

There is feather aSiî'flMlTvi?ork 
by the Indians of the Mackenzie River 
Delta. In addition there are many 
products that came from the tepees of 
the plains Indians, and there ore relics 
of the Indlaiis who. lived in Hochelaga, 
the site of iipntreal,' before Jacques 
Cartier came io Canada. 

One of tlie most complete exhibits 
in the Museum is the E. T. Adney 
Iioan Collection of models of birch l>ark 
and other canoes. At tho present time, 
Indians are making birch bark canoes 
■syliicli are more serviceable and strong- 
er, and: are studying Mr, Adney's 
models to find out how their fore- 
fathers applied theh" native craft which 
tliey, as a race, have almost forgotten. 

Other collections show tho develop- 
ment of the arts and sciences of South 
American ; in<llaiis, of Soutli Sea Is- 
landers and of African tribesmen. Dr.

Discusses Lesson Tauglu By 
Periods of Prosperity 
Aiid Depression 

"Commerce students who are about 
to graduate are batter off than any 
who Imve graduated at any tinw din- 
ing the past six years," stated dlr Ar- 
thur Currlc on Priday jilght, "tb'ui js, 
if they have learned anything from ihs 
experience of unprecedented prosper- 
ity and unprecedented depression 
through which we have passed in thai 
time." Sir Arthur's speech was given 
on the occasion of the amiaul ban- 
quet of the McOill Commerclal'Soclety, 
which was held at Krausmaim's Res- 
taurant. 

"You must have learned something 
of the mistakes made during the per- 
iod of prosperity," he conthiued, "and 
these combined with the lessons im- 
pressed on us during the period of de- 
pression, should give us a new wisdom 
with which to meet prosperity when 
it comes to us again, as I believe it 
will. 

Spiritual Values 

"One of these lessons Is that wealth 
is easily lost, so cosiiy lost, in fact, 
that it melts away before our very 
eyes. The comforts of life have been 
replaced by the' bare necessities, and 
we are fortunate if we have ' these. 
But oven if our material wealth has 
flown, we arc still fortunate It we have 
not lost our spirit, if we still have 
faith in ourselves and in our country, 
it our will to endure and our 'deter- 
mination not to be beaten remains 
bouyant. 

*A second lesson Is tho fact tliat we 
have had a number of jars to our com- 
placency, and it has been good for us. 
Many à man' ^^'asiclng himself, 'What 
prof Iteth it if a man gain the world and 
lose his soul?' There Is as much real 
wealth' In the world.today -as ever.but- 
secmlngly, the world lias lost its soul. 
Integrity Counts ^ , 

"There is also a consciousness among 
business men that th^re are other 
things worth while than those usually 
computed aiid. iiieasured in purely ma- 
terial units. There is a . stirring of 
conscience in . tlie hearts of men. In-' 
tegrity of character stll' counts. Honor 
still lives, and man has a duly to his 
neighbor." ^ 

■The principal also stated that the 
trouble with most commerce students 
is that they think '.they ought to lart 
too near the top of the ■ organlzatloii. 
Ho cited thî case of a very promising 
student who refused a, position with 
the Bank of Montreal because he cjjri- 
sldcred that he ought to b- given a 
higher position than was. offered. Sir 
Arthur quoted Ehncr Hubbard's 
eleventh commandment, "Don't take 
yourself too damned seriously." No 
commerce course can make you a fin- 
ished business man, he went on. It 
doesn't pretend to, but we do contend 
thaf lfc prepares you for .in' imder-

Two characterlstics'stand out. First 
his passion for building, whether It was 
a land company, a railway' S5'stem, a 
political system' or a new colony; and 
secondly his passion for the coimtry 
of his adoption. Professor T. W. L. 
MacDermot, MA. thusIwHlned the 
political and public Ht^^E^bi^ T.

From tho outset Gait showed the 
peculiar qualities of administration of 
financial V skill and diplomatic force 
that , were afterwards euch conspicu- 
ous features .of his political career. 
Poor Party Man 

"His political faults arose out of tills 
indépendance of view," explained the 
speaker, "for he was a poor, party 
man and thought notliing of break- 
ing with the Liberals.or^Conseryatives 
If he though their sonietlmés ' very 
adaptable policies would put too great 
a strain on his own principles." 
. For a time Gait heartily supported 
throwing in Canada's lot with the 
United States because of England's 
recent and for Canada disastrous con- 
version to Free "Trade.. However^ he 
soon abandonned his desire for an- 
nexation; transferred his energies and 
interest to Confederation; and fasteîi- 
ed on the supreme importmice to Can- 
ada of an indépendant national out- 
look^ as the bes tôwf j ^utt dj an- 
nexation to th^fup^SRSw^' or un- 
due dépendance on'Englond . 

"Gait had^a mlnd as clear, as crys- 
tal and a pen to inat(4i1t, and' he used 
both to think !,out. an3*'St^}.' eicpbund

Wagner's Funeral Music 
From Goltanicru.ng Ren- 
dered With Eloquence 

Wagner's memory was fittingly com- 
memorated by a most admirable per- 
formance of two of his works, by the 
Montreal Orchestra yesterday after- 
noon at His Majesty's Theatre,' The 
symphony conceit was characterized by 
some very good playing by the musi- 
cians, excellent tone-color, and or- 
chestral richness, notlceoble chiefly in 
the last fwo movements of the sym- 
pliony of the afternoon, the "Pathetic" 
by Tchaikovskl, and in the Wagner. 

The opening number of the concert 
was the always pleasing Scherzo from 
Mendelssohn's "Midsummer Night's 
Dream," played with a good sliow of 
feeling and delico;cy. The first violins 
-tended . to detract.from the quality of 
||fie pcrfôrmance by playing out of unl- 
sbn in a few places,, a defect also no- 
ticeable in the first movements of the 
Tchaikovski. "The wood winds, and the 
flute in particular, did- excellent work 
In this number, -ir ;.-.,-: 
Play Tobaikqyifkl 
The performance bit;tiie Symphony 
No. C In B mtaor by.'Tchalkovsfcl rose 
at times to hèlglits of 'eloquence ■ and 
i tonal beauty, particularly, in the third 
and fourth movements. In fact with 
i.the exception of a few unconvincing 
bars by the . winds in the Allegro con 
grazia movement, • tlie whole of ; thia 
work was handled with cxtraordhiary 
care, with the poignancy of Hheaast 
movement particularly well defined. 
Tho excellent , performance . of ■ the 
Wagner lias already ; been ^ mentioned. 
Both the Siegfried Idyll and the Fun- 
eral music • from '■ Gotterdammerung 
wore given the same handlhig, a calm 
serenity most fitting to the lucid son- 
orities o£ the .greatest operatic com- 
posers.

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Model World Conference 

igKnpHE Model World Conference took place 
this week-end at McGill brought out 
several interesting points. The Confer- 
ence was held to clarify in the minds of the 
public 'as well as the students the attitude 
taken by the various powers in regard to 
the economic situations how facing the 
world today, and to attempt to justify the 
position of the respective nations. ■ 

Coming just a short time before the 
World Conference meets to settle economic 
difficulties and dealing with the same pro- 
blems as will face the experts of each 
i^ïrîiiàtion represented, the Model Conference 
will enable those, who had the opportunity 
of attending its délibérations, to : hâve a 
clearer understanding of the problems to 
come under discussion. 

The cosmopolitan character of the stu- 
dent body at McGill enabled'those in charge 
of the Conference to have as delegates those 
who were citiz'eriâ of the countries they 
were called upon to represent. Thus the 
representatives felt a deep {)erspnal inter- 
èst in the problems and nptjmerély a' sec- 
ond-hand knowledge from books' arid hear 

say. It is to the credit of McGill that 

enough interest is taken in these questions 
to bring to successful conclusion such an 
interesting experiment. 

The present condition of world politics 
rnade the success of the conference more 
"difficult but of greater interest. While 
&5'r the Conference was purely theoretical, one 
,0?IqI the promising features of the Conference 
^■.:iils a whole was the gïàâp shown by the 
^' jdèlegàtes of the position in which their 
.'^ft'espective countriés wèi'e placed. They 
' 'appreciated the difficulties under which 
the countries they represented labored, 
the. problems facing them, and the peculiar 
conditions under which they existed. 

To these difficulties it can be said they 
t^^/ presented a view-point which represented 
l^' the best thought of the university. It will 
S!.'^:bè interesting to see how the position of 
'j} university delegates to the Model Con-

That was to be 
expected. Even the experts at Geneva can- 
not reach an agreement satisfactory to all

.ai3got)ators. People are inipatient for the 
;!jS?ttlement of the war debt situation, ,foi'.. 
lihe reduction- in armaments, for a stabili- 
ty"' of the monetary system. Perhaps 
,y'ffitie arguments brought forwaïd by the 
J.; - delegates in^the sessions on Friday ;;1(n(i 
: - Saturday will help to ishow people that they 
are not as easy as they sound, that thei-e 
- ' .are so many nations and classes, whose in- 
terests must be considered, that a solution

latisfy all parties, is almost impossible.

Tfïe Little Theatre • 

•pHE laws o£ supply and demand do not confine 
themselves entirely to economics. Tliey arc 
CQUally applicable to the theatre, and among their 
more recent results is a movement generally termed 
•The Little Theatre." Any local attempt at 
hematic production that Is not wholly commercial, 
and that has some tinge of amateurism about It 
can be included in this term. The amatciu-s may 
bo out-and-out inefficient beginners, who have 
simply sufficient dramatic— or perhaps social— en- 
thusiasm to carry out their parts, or else they may 
be highly qualified artists who have "the Interests 
of the theatre at heart." 

• The Llttlo Theatre is definitely a creation of 
tills century. There were suggestions of it in the 
late 80s and 90's in central and western Europe, 
but these have had negligible effects upon this con 
tlnent. The movêment In North America became 
officially recognized about fifteen years ago, al 
though It had been in existence long before that 
time. As late as 1915. David Belasco, that ver 
satllc showman who afterwards became oh^ 'of the 
staunolîéstiSUpporte^rs of the movement, said of Its 
early ef^fw^s tiu.V'it was "the wall of the Incompet' 
cht and tho degenerate." 

® ' ® . 
The end of the war found the theatre on tills 
continent In a very poor condition. "The moving 
plcturé industry had shown its fangs arid' liàd all 
but replaced the legitimate drama in the smaller 
towns. The "Road" had become economically un- 
stable, and very few touring companies dared at- 
tempt any ventures in any but the largest of towns 
and cities. The result was that a large public bc- 
canio play-starved, and could only satisfy their ap- 
portes by local . dramatic effort. The old profes- 
sional spirit of "by these lines I earn my bread" 
W W replaced by the isplrlt of creation and ac- 
îompllsltmcnt that awes practically every amateur, 
a spirit that drew from the audiences an artistic and 
sccial co-operation. 

The development of the Little Theatre In North 
America has. followed the same general motives that 
prompted its beglmilng. The Ottawa Drama League, 
the Pasadena Community Players, Lo Théâtre du 
Vieux Carré of New Orleans, the Vancouver Little 
Theatre, and the? countless others e.\lst for the one 
purpose .--'of-supply M gla^^ enter 
tainment^iio a^^^^ not get 

any. ' .' V 

The European need for the Little Theatre is of 
a different cast, and. makes Interesting comparison, 
TliEix!, the Road has not suffered so severely, and 
Che smaller towns get their periodic dramatic doses. 
New playwrights are the raisons d'etre, of the 
European Little Theatre. A good play by a well 
luiown writer Is almost certain of a chance , on the 
boards, but a good play by an unknown author 
stands very little opportunity. It was therefore 
with the intention of creating new audiences for 
new-born playwrights that the Little Theatre move- 
ment was started In Exurope, an aim which It has 
maintained with fair consistency.

Mr. Franklin' Peterson 

A brief press message of Jan, 28th 
was given sad confirmation yesterday 
when copies of the Dally and Weekly 
Times of that 'date arrived, carrying 
long and laudatory obituary notices 
of Mr. Franklin Oeorge Peterson who 
died suddenly at Delhi, January 27th, 
aged 39. . . 

Mr. Peterson, who had been since 
1929 the London Times Special Cor- 
respondent for India, was a brilliant 
journalist, well . known In Montreal. 
Son of the late Professor Franklin 
Peterson and of Mrs. (Llchtensteln) 
Petérson, he was the nephew of our 
late Principal, Sir WlUlap Peterson, 
and also of Miss Llchtensteln, long on 
the Staff of the Royal Victoria Col 
lege and Vice-Dlreotor of the Conser- 
vatorium. Born in Edinburgh, wher? 
both "his pa.rents were well known in 
musical circles, 'Mr. Peterson went to 
Australia as a child when his father 
was appointed Professor of Music in 
the University of Melbourne. His edU' 
cation and early journalistic expedi- 
ence, therefore, were both gained In 
Melbourne, where, aftèr the conclusion 
of his War service, he received an ap- 
pointment on the "Argus" There he 
made so strong an Impression thr.t iîc 
was invited by Lord Northcllffe to take 
a position on the London Times. -His 
special gifts led to his being, sent ou 
to report the Washington Conifcrencc 
lh.:192^igèMte^^ evèry part of 

the 'Ôv«SeiSs*lDomlnlons for the pur- 
pose of bringing out special IllusLratcd 
editions of ' the Times, devoted re- 
spectively to Canada, South Africa, 
Australia, etc. The service rendered 
by these papers in màklng the outlying 
parts of the Empire better known at 
Its centre brought the gifted young edi- 
tor much and well deserved praise.

.their alphabetic order, the Canadian 
Sdelegatlon speaking first. The rep- 
resentatives of each counti-y traced 
the tariff policy of tliejr own parti- 
cular nation and e-Npiained the pres- 
ent attitude and policy of their gov- 
ernment upon the matter. 

The delegates were more or less 
unanimously agreed upon the causes 
of the present world wide deprcsslon. 
attributing much of It to the disloca- 
tion of International trade caused by 
tariffs and depreciated currencies. It 
was agreed by all that tariffs were 
too high at present and that they 
' ust be drastically decreased In the 
iHear^future. ' 
^r^. Monetary Problems 

'. Monetary problems- were treated 
from the view point that they were 
Intimately connected with tariffs 
and International trade, the Delegate 
from, the United States particularly 
emphasizing t}iis point. The finan- 
cial expert of the Canadian Delega- 
. Upu_. outlined the present monetary 
^: slWation^^^ masterly fashion, and 
offered " à ; solution to con-cct the 
present difficulties. 

The afternoon session concluded 
with the adoption, of the resolutions 
and tlie C^^^lamendment. 
Deal 'wii'ii '^Disarmament 
Tlie evening session on Saturday, 
Deal With Disarmament 
■ The evenhig session on Saturday, 
Jpf , dealing with disarmament,, was mark- 
ed by fiery speeches, and hasty re- 
primlniition among the delegates. 
This was particularly evident between 
the delegations from Japan and 
ill-China, and Poland and Germany. In 
!' fact the greater portion of the cven- 
, .^ tng was spent 'by the delegates ex- 
Ijainlng the various positions of

actual ways and means of bringing 
about disarmament. Tlie delegate 
from Russia pointed this out in a 
very forceful speech, when, he caUed 
upon the meeting to consider some 
concrete proposal.^ 

The Canadian Delegates made the 
opening speech, and insofar as Can- 
ada would be little concerned by any 
proposal, they adopted a verj' concil- 
iatory attitude, and endeavored 
throughout to keep the other dele- 
gates In harmony. The British dele- 
gation In reply tcr the demand of the 
French replied strongly against • any 
further peace pacts, declaring that 
there were ahready sufficient of these. 
The next step would necessarily have 
to be one of partial disarmament, 
with total disarmament as the ulti- 
mate object. At the same time, H 
would be necessary to carry on a 
campaign of International education, 
teaching the different nations to 
view disarmament and^ the outlawry 
of war as desirable. 

PartlaUy Carried 

Tlie resolutions were only partially 
carried on this subject, some of them 
which had been amended not receiv- 
ing a clear majority.' . " '

Desire For Aiitlieiilicity 
Necessitates Personal 
Integrity 

The sijeaker at the service in DlvUi: 
Ity Hall yesterday was Mr. Francis P. 
Miller, Professor of Intenûtlonal Af- 
fairs at Yale University, and Chair- 
man of the World Student Christian 
Federation at 6eneva. 

"In a time such as this," Mr. Miller 
said, "the question has often been 
raised— How can we find certainty in 
a time of sucli uncertainty ?vThls, how- 
ever. Is not a true representation of 
the case, and the Clirlstlan should not 
attempt to answer it. The question 
ought to be— How can we find authen- 
ticity in a time of such chaos? , 

"We want a lUnd of personal hitcg- 
rlty which an Impersonal world denies 
us. Man was not niada ' for ah imper- 
sonal world. There has been some- 
thing of an evolution from m,*.n to 
marionette — an evolution which be- 
gan when man tried to seize power 
and fame for lilmsolf. Presently even 
ttie Idea of God began to disappear, 
and man began to claim' for' liimself 
the attributes of a superman. ' As a 
culmination came the War, f:"om the 
effects of Which, we tire' still sùffer- 
Uig. 

."Man can only contain the personal 
life that is in him as his life is rooted 
In the eternal life of his Father, and 
it Is only Uius that he acquires au- 
thenticity—that he becomes something 
more than just a man. 

"Again the question is asked— How 
can we f iiid God? It is a strange 
paradox that we can't find Him— God 
fhids us. How then do .we recognize 
the knocking of God? In general, only 
two statements can made, because 
every man may hear it differently. 

"Most people will probably hear the 
knocking of God if they/ llsten for it 
when standing in the presence of Je- 
sus Christ. For others, knowledge of 
God ; comes /With the stirlct .adherence 
to tlw 'call' bf ' duty, 'regardless of per- 
sonal desh:ë.'"
